No. 6 


One Uncle Jobn. 


In Haverhill, West Parish, near the 
Methuen line, grew up Ayer’s Village 
where the four sons of John Ayer 
lived and brought up such prodigious 
families that, in 1700, one-third of 
Haverhill settlers were said to be 
Ayers. John and Hannah came from 
Yorkshire and pronounced their name 
„Air“ and spelled it in one petition. 
signed by many of the family, Ayre, 
Aires, Eres, Eyeres, Eyer and in Au- 
dover we got it Eires. It is all Ayer 
now. 

From Salisbury in 1640, to Ipswich 
and to Haverhill in 1645, he gathered 
estates and lands until be died in 1651 
with £160 in money. Rebecca must 
have been quite an attraction to the 
follower from Newbury, one John 
Aslebe, Aslebee, Arsleby, Asselbee, 
Wasselbee, Oghlesbee and Aslett on 
our Town Records. Aslebe in the pro- 
prietors list is given for both father 
and son and Mr. Frye follows that 
spelling. The pond and hill are some- 
times named by one, sometimes the oth- 
er. John and Rebecca were married 
in 1648 and most of the family were 
born in Andover. Hanna marriéd a 
Brown of Ipswich and her grandson 
Thomas has land willed by great uncle 
John in Methuen just set off from Hav- 
erhill in 1725. Sara married a Cole? 
and possibly returned as Christopher 
Osgood’s fourth wife. Mary married 
Samuel Frye, and Mr. Theoph Frye, 
who was one of her descendants, says 
that Newton Parker Frye is the only 
one in the male descent in North Par- 
ish while Mrs. John L. Smith and her 
relatives in the South Parish through a 
long line of Sams, and the children of 
the late Nathan Frye are about all left 
in this section. There are many in 
the daughter’s lines from Sam Frye and 
Mary Aslebe, Mary Frye marrying Jo- 
seph Stevens, Hanna, Capt. John 
Chandler(my own ancestors) Phebe, 
Sam Peters, and Debora marrying 
Robert Andrews of Boxford, who pos- 
sibly can claim our own M. C. An- 
drews. Most of their children emi- 
grated to Fryeburg and there we get 
only two, for they kept on moving. 

Rebecca’s history was the most trag- 
ic of all the sisters of John who was 
the only brother; for young Sam Asle- 
be died in 1669, just two years before 
his father. I have thought that widow 
Rebecca Coyzer, who died in Andover 
in 1718 about 90 may have been our 
Rebecca Aslebe, a widow for the sec- 
ond time. 

At any rate her daughter Rebecca 
who married in 1674 Timothy Johnson, 
son of John Johnson and brother of 
L. Wm. Johnson, settled down on the 
corner lot between the Wardwell, place 
and Samuel Stevens’ cottage near the 
mill. The old Timothy Johnson house 
stands near the site. There Penelope 
and Sam and John and a host of chil- 
dren and grand children came up to 
represent the Aslebe stock, for John 
Aslebe and Mary Osgood, married in 


1680, had no children toshare in their 
prosperity. Timothy Johnson died in 
1688 leaving the widow to care for the 
household from John aged 11 down to 
Mercy aged 1. They got Rebecca to 
take the care of the church, probably 
because she lived near. They didn’t 
have John Aslebe’s wife’s tankard to 
clean then, but she probably did the 
work in fine fashion, for she cleaned 
the meeting house for eight long years. 
This was the second house, not the one 
where we left her toddling about one 
Sunday nvon at 9 years of age. This 
mother at 38 had still her hardest trials.» 
In 1692 she lay with relatives and oth- 
er noble women eight mouths in Salem 
jail. In 1696, she wept with her neigh- 
bor Peters over the loss of his thiri 
son by Indian revenge. Andrew 
Peters’ widow with her two boys mar- 
ries. James Johnson of the other farm 
and then the great calamity of 1698 
comes and her young Penelope is taken 
in sight of home.

“some fit for houses” and finished the 
one masted shallop or sloop down at 
the mouth of Coch. brook at Marston’s 
Ferry. Everything had to be carried 
to Griffin’s tavern in Bradford to be 
loaded. Mr. Frye does not know the 
name of this ship but old men told 
him where it was launched. The Amer- 
ican Express and Boston & Maine are 
handy beside this tedious transporta- 
tion to Boston by water. 

Uncle John sees a great circle of 
Coles, Browns, Stevens, Fryes, Os- 
goods, Johnsons, grow up, marry, emi- 
grate to Pennsylvania the very year he 
made his will and sent his money after 
Sam Johnson out in Wyoming. He 
gives the farm when Mary is through 
to Hanna Brown’s children, this farm 
“near Edward Gray’s” and without 


doubt the fine holding of J. B. Jen- 
kin’s near Aslebe Hill. He gives all 
he can to the sister’s tribe, then Mary 
with her £400 and two-thirds of the 
homestead to enjoy, lives on till 1735, 
and gives the Osgood boys, whose 
mother was an Ayer, the cows, and the 
money to the girls; the lucky Frye’s be- 
ing related to both these delightful peo- 
ple get adouble share.

No one should be blamed for exeicis- 
ing due economy in conducting busi- 
ness. Carelessness in looking after 
little details may in the long run make 
away with profits and turn the balance 
sheet tothe wrong side. The sharp 
competition which must be encoun- 
tered makes it needful to stop leaks 
and forbid wastefulness. This same 
competition however, makes a liberal 
course just as necessary in some de- 
partments, in advertising, say. 

Spasmodic advertising is never satis- 
factory. The man who advertises only 
occasionally, and then drops out of 
sight until he finds that he is losing 
ground, is practicing an ill-advised 
economy, and such advertisers are al- 
most invariably those who complain 
that advertising does not pay. In this, 
as in other things, the man who nev- 
er “lets up” is he who makes a success. 
He never allows the public an interval 
of forgetfulness; a period in which its 
attention may be turned to some one 
else. It is the persistent advertiser, 
with a “‘gift of continuance,” who *‘ad- 
vertises in season and out of season,“ 
and who becomes at last part of the 
mental outfit of the community, the 
trade and the general public.—Cape 
Ann Advertiser.

ent of Country Gentleman who has 
made several plans for such cold stor- 
age rooms for dairies and fruit, thus de- 
scribes and sketches one of these build- 
ings: 

First, a common icehouse, which may 
be built of the cheapest materials and 
light in structure. All that is required 
is a cemented floor with the center a 
little raised, so as to carry the 
to the outside, where it is carried off by 
a few air trapped pipes to a trench out- 
side filled in with stone, or into a basin, 
and thus can be used in some way.

trance to prevent loss of the cold mr 
when one is passing in or out. 

Fig. 1 shows the floor plan of the 
building; I, ice, 8, storage room, D, 
double door. It is not even necessary to 
have any packing in the house, or if 
any, two or three inches inside will be 
sufficient, if the walls are made double, 
with airproof paper between the double 
boarding, just as is done with the mod- 
ern silo. The ice is then packed, with 
a little sawdust at the sides. Eighteen 
inches of covering is ample over the ice 
if the gable end and the roof are venti- 
lated as shown; the ventilation, caus- 
ing evaporation from the covering, cools 
it. Of course the ice is cut in rectangu- 
lar blocks; 24 by 16 or 18 by 12 isa 
good size, as two and three in alternate 
layers will break joints and make a solid 
block, if the dust is kept swept into the 
joints of each layer. 

The cold storage is built in this way: 
The lower part is exactly the same as 
the icehouse, and there is no connection 
between the two except above. The par- 
tition, double, as the walls are, is car- 
ried half way to the roof. The floor over 


the storage room is well supported by 
stout joists, over which a floor of gal-

vanized iron is laid. This slopes to one 
corner, where a drain pipe—air trapped 
—carries off the waste to the drain. A 
few boards, or a floor of strips, are laid 
on the iron floor to walk upon and hold 
the blocks of ice. The low space for the 
ice is inclosed with protecting double 
walls, and a floor over it, on which dry 
sawdust is laid. This ice closet is closed 
in by the partition carried up from be- 
low, as shown in the illustration.

The Acidity of Solis. 

The acidity of soils or their sour con- 
dition has to be taken into account in 
judging of the effects of lime, potash 
and soda. The New England Homestead 
has published some interesting results 
at the Rhode Island station on the value 
of lime in correcting this acidity. An- 
other year’s results with vegetables in 
dicate that soda is inferior to potar, 
but to what extent, if any, it is impor- 
tant as a plant nutrient in connection 
with potash in addiiton to the oda 
ready existing in our soil can only be 
ascertained by a repetition of the experi- 
ment, perhaps for a number of years. 
Though the direct object of the experi- 
ment was not to compare the action 
the chlorides and carbonates of potass’- 
um and sodium, it was evident that the 
latter produced much greater yields with 
certain crops than did the chlorides, an- 
this was due to the action of the car- 
bonates in reducing the acidity or sour- 
ness of the soil. :

IN HUB MARKETS. 
Butter Trade Is light and 
Prices Weak. 


No Sign of Activity In Cheese—Good De- 
mand For Fresh Eggs—Poultry Dealers 
Handicapped by Warm Weather. 


Boston, Nov. 21.—A light trade and 
weak prices are the leading features of the 
butter market, Many receivers failed to 
clean up last wesk, and the stock carried 
over is offered at concessions, Fancy high 


well, because it is in small supply, but all 
other kinds are in buyers’ favor. 0 

The unsensonable mild weather if 
blamed for the lack of trade, and all are 
looking for more demand when the cold 
wave which is now on the way comes to 
hand, but November has never been an 
active month, and itis not probable that 
much business will be done in butter un- 
til after Thanksgiving. 

Statistically viewed, our market has 
some encouraging points. The receipts 
last week showed ‘a falling off as com- 
pared with the week previous and the cor- 
responding week last year, being 586,823 
pounds, against 648,081 pounds same time 
a year ago. This is the first time for sev- 
eral months that the receipts were less 
than last year. 

‘The west is expected to furnish a large 
portion of the fresh supply during the 
winter, as usual. and this, with what muy 
dome from New England, will probably | 
give our dealers ali they want. A few 
fancy brands of western ran up to 22}¢ 
cents, but for the general run of western 

21 to 22 cents was a top range, 
and it took a No. 1 article to bring 23 
cents. 
Cheese. 

The cheese market is in about as in- 
active condition as butter, but holders 
having control of the best September and 
October makes are not disposed to give 
way on prices. For the finest twins, 11}¢ 
cents is asked in the small sales, but buy- 
ers are unwilling to pay, over 11 to 11% 
cents. 

Large late made singles are generally 
held at 10144 cents for the best, but not 
many sales. Early make has been taken 
at 8 to 10 cents. The stock here is not 
heavy, and, with anything like a fair con- 
sumption, will all be wanted before next 
season. 

Other Produce. 

There has been a good demand for first- 
class fresh gathered western eggs at 22 to 
23 cents, and special marks at 24 cents, 
but ordinary fresh eggs, of which a large 
portion of the receipts is composed, rule at 
20 to 21 cents. Receipts run light, and the 
cold storage stock was reduced last week 
6345 cases. 

The bean market is rather quiet. Sales 
from stock run along at $1.40 to $1.45 a 
busliel, including choice marrow pea and 
mediums, but carloads to arrive here have 
been at $1.85 and under. Extra yellow 
eyes sold at $1.55 to $1.60 and red kidney at 
$1.45 to $1.50 a bushel. 

Very low prices continue to rule for po- 
tatoes, and there is no prospect of any im- 
provement. Best hebrons 85 cents a 
bushel, and other kinds 25 to 90 cents, 
when anybody wants them. 

The poultry market is easier this week 
than last, owing to the warm weather, and 
receivers said choice Vermont turkeys and 
chickens were slow at 14 cents a pound. 
For western 12 cents was a top rate, and 
common ruled lower. Dealers are hoping 
that the cold wave will quicken trade and 
lead to better prices before Thanksgiving. 

There is a liberal supply of apples here, 
but with a fair trade prices are main- 
tained. The west is furnishing large sup- 
plies.

The Committee of Fifteen on Andover’s 
forthcoming celebration are rapidly get- 
ting things into shape. Meetings are 
held monthly, and as the day draws near- 
er, more frequent meetings are contem- 


to | Plated. The day has been changed from 


May 6 to May, 20, in the hope of better 
weather later in the month, and sub com- 
mittees are now in process of formation. 

At the last meeting the committee on 
program, consisting of A. L. Ripley, 


George W. Foster, and John N. Cole, re- 


ported the following general program, 
which was unanimously adopted by the 
Committee at large. 

PROGRAM. 

Your Committee, appointed to con- 
sider the program for the coming quar- 
ter-millennial celebration, begs to report 
as follows: i 

The Committee has held two meetings, 
at which all the members were present. 

It was evident at the outset that the 
Committee should content itself with 
laying down certain broad lines along 
which we should proceed, merely agree- 
ing upon the separate events, each one 
of which will call for detailed and elab- 
orate preparation and treatment. 

Certain limitations and difficulties lie 
in the way of any general plan. We do 
not believe that mere numbers, noise or 
display should be made leading features 
of the celebration. We cannot vie with 
our richer neighbors at Lawrence and 
Haverhill in these respects, nor have we 
the means of housing and entertaining a 
great number of ‘spectators who have 
but little personal interest in our celebra- 
tion. We must therefore of necessity 
study to make it dignified and worthy 
rather than simply elaborate and costly, 

Coming firat to the question of the 
amount of time to be devoted to the pub- 
lic exercises, we are in accord with the 
view of the Committee of Fifteen that 
the celebration should last but one day; 
but we recommend that the evening of 
the day preceding be used as well, as 
will appear later. 

Your Committee, keeping in mind 
these conditions and limitations, recom. 
mends a program substantially as fol- 
lows: 

First.— A Pusiic REcEPTION, to be 
held in the Town Hall, on the evening of 
the day before the celebration (i. e., on 
Tuesday evening as now planned) be- 
tween the hours of eight and eleven; 
with the accompaniments of music, light 
refreshments, and, if they can be ar- 
ranged, the presentation of historic tab- 
leaux, illustrating leading scenes in the 
town’s history. These last must be in 
the charge of a competent artist and 
must be selected and gotten up with the 
greatest care, Music by a stringed or- 
chestra in the balcony, aud refreshments 
to be served in the lower town hall. Ad- 
mission by ticket, but such tickets to be 
free and to be obtained from ‘the proper 
committee by any citizens of suitable 
age. 

Second.—On Wednesday morning, from 
9 to 11, a PRocEssion, spectacular if de- 
sired, but carefully arranged and ordered; 
to be representative of Andover, past 
and present. Such \peqcession to gather 
finally at some central location and be 
reviewed, if it seem best, and then dis- 
perse. 

Third.—ORATION AND Poku. to be de- 
livered in the Suuth Church, the guests 
to be escorted to the church; the decora 
tions within and without the church to 
be carefully planned; the school children 
to be assembled at the front of the church 
and to sing on the arrival of the proces- 
sion. Music in the church, choral; either 
by home talent With outside aid, or by 
outside talent alone. These exercises 
should last from 11 A. M. to 1 P. u. 

Fourth—Banquer, to be held in a tent 
capable of seating, say six hundred. Ad- 
mission by ticket.only until the close of. 
the dinner proper, and tickets to be sold. 
The banquet and following speeches 
should last not later than 5 p.m. 

These comprise what seem to your 
Committee the necessary features of the 
programme. But we further think it 
wise to provide (1) for some form of 
entertainment for the afternoon for the 
younger people, probably in the way 
of music and out-of-door sports, and (2) 
for something to close the day, either in 
the form of an open-air concert and fire- 
works in the evening, or an in door con- 
cert or ball at that time. Which of these 
two plans to favor your Committee is at 
present undecided. 

An interésting adjunct to the celebra- 
tion can be had, in the Committee's 
opinion, from u loan collection of articles 
of historic, local and personal interest, 
of which we are confident a large num- 
ber can be found in this vicinity. We 
believe that this collection could be 
gathered together and arranged by the 
ladies of Andover and exhibited in the 
November Club House for three or four 
days of that week, admission to be free 
of charge. °

How few reach Mrs, Flagg's old age of 
ninety-six and one-half years, all spent 
in practically the same town, and seven- 
ty-seven in the same house. 

She was a native of North Andover, 
born in the year 1799, the year in which 
George Washington died. She was one 
of a family of eleven children, of whom 
only one now remains, Mrs. Harriet Ham- 
mond, of Hyde Park, about 80 years old, 
and mother of James Hammond of type- 
writer fame. 

At the age of 19 years she came to the 
well known homestead on Andover Hill 
as the bride of Timothy Flagy, and there 
she has spent her days in quiet, homely 
living. : 

Her husband was associated with 
Abram J. Gould in the old printing of- 
fice, located in the Deacon Albert Ab- 
bott building on the Hill. Messrs. Flagg 
and Gould were in hearty sympathy with 
the aims of tle religious and theological 
institutions their work was to serve, and 
it was through their unremitting efforts 


and their cordial co-operation with the 


Faculty of the Seminary that the An- 
dover press at that time acquired so high 
a reputation in the educational and relig- 
ions world. -Both these partrers were 
members of the South Church, and they 
regarded their printing press as a trust, 
to be used for the service of their relig- 
ions and theological faith. Here the 
American Tract Society printed its first 
tiacts. Here was started the first tem- 
perance newspaper, the Journal of Hu- 
manity, 1829. Here the Biblical Repository 
was printed for a time. In 1833, Mr. 
Flagg died, and was succeeded in the 
firm by Mr. Mark Newman. The press 
in 1841 passed from the original pro- 
prietors to Messrs. Allen, Morrill and 
Wardwell, afterward to Mr. John D. 
Flagg, son of Timothy Flagg, and in 1854 
it came into the hands of Mr. Warren 
F. Draper. 

When Mr. Flagg died in 1833, Mrs. 
Flagg was left a widow at the age of 33 
with seven children, three of whom are 
now living, John D. Flagg of Boston. 
James H. Flagg of Cambridge, and Sarah 
A., widow of the late Rev. L. H. Sheldon 
of town. She also left nine grand and 
nine great grand - children. 

Mra. Flagg has been a woman of re- 
markably good health and a strong con- 
stitution, and it is only since her acci- 
dent that she has been confined to her 
bed. To within a short time also, her 
mind has been strong and memory good. 
On her 96th birthday, her grand-daughter, 
Mrs. Sarah J. Bucklin, who now resides 
at the homestead, went to her room and 
found her knitting without the aid of 
glasses, and within ten months she was 
able to read without them. 

While in her old age she necessarily 
was a care, still it was a pleasure for 
those in the household to serve her, be- 
cause she was so perfectly contented with 
all her surroundings, never uttering a 
word of complaint about anything. 


Of a retiring disposition, still Mrs. 


Flagg was always unusually jolly and 
witty, fond of company and possessed of 
a store of reminiscences which made her 
very interesting as well as valuable to 
those who liked to know about the town’s 
earlier days. She also had a fund of 
poetry at her command, which she 
brought in on the most apt occasions 
Everybody who knew Mrs. Flagg, loved 
her, and she will be greatly missed. She 
was a devoted member of the South 
Church, and when able, always took an 
interested part in its doings. 

Funeral services were conducted at the 
house Wednesday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
by Rev. F. R. Shipman of the South 
Church and burial was in the South cem- 
etery. 

JAMES H, COCHRANE, 


Only two weeks ago we spoke of the 
long line.of older business men. who are 
passing on. This week another must be 
added to the list in the person of James 
H. Cochrane, one of the town’s oldest 
and most respected citizens. He died at 
his home on Punchard Avenue about 
noon yesterday, after a short illness. He 
attended the Andrews auction a week 
ago last Monday and there contracted a 
cold, which aggravated a disease with 
which he had been troubled. He, how- 
ever, kept around until last Saturday 
evening, when about midnight he. was 
seized with violent pains. He did some 
chores Sunday morning. but finally had 
to take to his bed, and heart complica- 
tions setting in, the end came rapidly. 

The deceased was a native of Reading, 
but his over three score years of residence 
heré made him in reality an Andover 
product, and the town can be proud of 
his honorable citizenship.

Cochrane observed their golden wedding 
anniversary and the event was celebrated 
by a large gathering of friends. 

Square in all his dealings, an honest 
and upright citizen, a faithful husband, 
all these were characteristics of the hon- 
orable life of this good man.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 


Janius Henri Browne on the New and the 
Old Religion. 
[Copyright, 1808, by 8 Press Associa- 


The New England custom, which has 
been adopted throughout the United States, 
of appointing a special day, the last Thurs- 
day in November, of Thanksgiving and 
prayer, is now ob- 
served, I think, 
by every denomi- 
pation, services 
being held in the 
morning in all the 
churches. These 
services are much 
less attended, how- 
ever, than they 
formerly were, be- 
cause the day has 
recently lost favor 
theologically or re- 
ligiously and gained favor socially. Peo- 
ple who feel that they should give thanks 
to any supernal power may not recognize 
any one day more than another for so do- 
ing, and consequently may refrain from 
observing any special day. Whatever the 
cause, Thanksgiving has lost much of its 
popular hold so far as cere- 
mony is concerned. But as a day for the 
reunion of kindred, near or remote, at a 
bountiful dinner it is highly revered, and 
the beautiful custom more and more wide 
ly followed. New England has been called 
the brain, sometimes the conscience of the 
republic. It has certainly done a good deal 
toward settling the land.

Quite a number of tropical nuts have 
recently been introduced into cultiva- 
tion in this country. Already on the 
east coast of Florida are growing 250,000 
cocoanut trees, 42,000 being in one 
plantation.

Sev- 
eral thousands of the nuts were saved 
and planted, the satisfactory growth of 
the seedlings giving an impetus to cul- 
tivation.—New York World.

Author of “America” Expires 
In a Railway Station. 


He Achieved Fame as a Poet and Lin- 
guist—New England Loses One of Her 
Oldest and Most Revered Sons.

Smith, D. D., the author of the world- 
famous song, “America,” was stricken 
with heart disease in the New York and

Life ebbed away without any apparent 
agony, and gradually the eyes of Amer- 
ica’s’’ writer closed as he lay surrounded 
by strangers, as faras acquaintance goes, 
but all of his death-watchers knew full 
well the ever-sacred and popular song 
penned by his hand. . 

A Long and Honorable Career. 

Rey. Samuel Francis Smith, D.D., 
author, poet and linguist, was born Oct. 
21, 1808, at Boston. He attended the Eliot 
school and won the Franklin 


college in 1829, and immediately began 
studying for the ministry at Andover 
Theological seminary, from which insti- 
tution he was graduated in 1832. During 
his course at college he acquired four 
different languages. 

In 1834 he was ordained a minister in 


Missionary Union. 

From 1875 to 1880 he visited foreign 
lands in company with his wife. He 
was received everywhere with notable 
tokens of regard. He made a careful tour 
of nearly all the mission flelds in the 
world. 

Prolific Writer on Many Topics, 

His published volumes have been many 
and bis articles for standard reviews with- 
out count. He became proficient in 16 
languages, from which he absorbed the 
sentimental spirit of the best poets, as well 
as prose and literature. He became ac- 
quainted with Lowell Mason, and sup- 
plied the words of many songs and hymns 
for music of that well-known composer. 
As every child knows, the national an- 
them, which made him famous, is by far 
the most popular and best of his produc- 
tions. 

Dr. Smith lived for many years in New- 
ton Cen where Mrs. Smith, now 82 
years of age survives him. 

Dr. Smith left three sons and two 
daughters. Among them are F. S. Smith 
of Davenport, Ia.; Mrs. J. D. Candee of 
Bridgeport, Conn.; Rev. D. A. W. Smith, 
a missionary in Burmabh, and E. W. Smith 
of Chicago.

JAMES ALEXANDER MONTGOMERY. 


About 8.20 o’clock Wednesday morning 
James Alexander Montgomery passed 
away at his home on Osgood Street, af- 
ter a long illness of consumption, aged 
78 years, 8 months, 7 days.

About 12,000 feet of 
southern pine matched boards have been 
used in finishing the interior, and the 
floors are of Georgia pine; all blind 
nailed. In the walls and ceilings the nat- 
ural grain of the wood is retained. The 
stall room is equipped with modern con- 
veniences, as is also the model cow barn 
‘whith adjoins. The convenience of ar- 
rangements extends to and includes the 
harness room in which new closets with 
spaei us Compartments have been placed. 
A large ventilator is an ornament to the 
roof and withdraws the impure air from 
‘the various departments below. In the 
hay loft, which has a capacity of about 
forty tons, a huge truss supports the sec- 
ond floor and strengthens the building.
